In the Christmas number of tho 
Farmers’ Advocate is an argument 
by Mr. John Campbell, of Wood- 


remaining on the farm. He tells 
th. story of his own boyhood, and 
the rough farm work that was its 
Cutstanding feature. He was an- 
xious, like ninetenths of the farm- 
er’s sons of the day, to get away 
from the farm and make an easier, 
more comfortable living in town. 
‘Presently a friend secured for him 
® position behind the counter. The 
boy was naturally keen to accept it, 
but finally yielded to the persuasion 
of his father, and remained on the 
ferm. To-day he is in possession of 
a 200-acre farm, from which the net 
profit, after deducting living ex- 
penses, has not been less than $1,- 
000 per annum in the past twenty 
years. How much more it has been 
Mr. Campbell's modesty forbids 
him to mention. 


FEW FAILURES ON THE FARM. 


Looking back over the friends of 
his youth who left the farm and 
entered business, Mr. Campbell 
finds that they have almost all 
‘dropped out of sight, while the 
great majority of these that stayed 
with the farm are in comfortable 
circumstances.’’ Statistics quoted 
by the Farmer’s Advocate show 
that Mr. Campbell’s experience is 
not uncommon for in the Eastern 
Provinces those who farm have a 
record of 5 per cent. failures, while 
those who enter all other sorts of 
business in the leading American 
and Canadian cities have ajfailure 
record of 95 per cent. A striking 
instance of a farmer succeeding 
in the face of a serious physical 
handicap is “mentioned by Mr. 
Campbell. A man of his acquaint- 
ance lost a hand inshis youth, but 
stuck to farming. He bought 50 
acres, worked it to show a profit. 
then sold and bought a 100-acre 
farm. Prospering, he bought an- 
other 100-acre farm on which was a 
$3,000 house. Today the single- 
hanfed farmer is worth $20,000. 


| MORE MONEY IN ONTARIO. 


Another acquaintance started 
out as a farm hand, and saving his 
wages, soon had eneugh to rent a 
small farm in the neighberhood. He 
moved to another farm in a few 
years and his profits from the two 
rented properties enabled him to 
purchase a 200-acre farm. In a few 
years two more farms were bought, 
;and finally another hundred acres 
j}was se(cured for his eldest son. 
When the farmer died recently, his 
estate netted $23,000, exclusive of 
the farm bought for the yeung man. 
A partciularly interestiag ease was 
that of a farm haad who rented a 
farm, and worked it for a few 
years. He had a large family, and 
feeling that he reqtired more land 
he prospected for a season in the 
Canadian West. He cencluded, 
however, that he could do better 
back in Ontario. So he bought a 


fine 400-acre farm, and in a short’ 


time hence the erstwhile farm hand 
and his sons will be full owners of 
a 825,000 or $30,000 property.

BUYING A DAIRY BULL. 


It is an old saying that the bull 
is half the herd, and the saying is 
quite true where the bull in breed- 
ing and potency just about equals 
the females with which he is mated; 
where he is either better or worse 
than the herd on which he is used, 
he is much more than half the herd 
—more than half for good in rais- 
ing the standard, more than _ half 
for bad in pulling down the general 
average. This being the case, the 
selection of the bull is always a 
subject of interest, and especially 
s) to the class of progressive 
dairymen who have got or are 
thinking of getting their first pure- 
bred bull. 

The man who tbinks of placing 
a Holstein-Friesian bull at the head 





of his herd has the best chance in 
selection of getting just what he 
‘pays for. So far as the dairy 


breeds are concerned the Holstein- 
Friesians are now divided int} two 
‘classes—the vast bulk of commén, 
pure-bred, registered cows, and the 
advanced Registry official test cat- 
tle. The last class is composed of 
cows tested by the various Experi- 
ment Stations, and the buver does 
not have to take the word of the 
seller in any respect. If one wish- 
es a bull from the top of the class 
he must expect to go down deep in- 
to his pocket; but $50 to $100 will 
buv an excellent bull, and cone fit 
to head anv common ‘lairy herd and 
any but the best purebred. la 
bulls, as well as in other merchaa- 
dise, price is governed by quality, 
and quality includes both breeding 
and individuality. A bull might be 
of the best breeding and yet be 
worthless on account of lack of in- 
cividuality, or he might be a bul! 
fit to enter any show ring, and yet 
be badly lacking as to breeding. 
Breeding is of the most import- 
ance, but so is the individual excel- 
lence and strength which will en- 
able the bull to transmit the good 
qualities of his ancestry and to 
show his prepotency in his offspring. 
' But, perhaps sumeone, who has 
| been writing breeders for prices, 
says he cannot afford to pay 875 
fcr a bull to use on his dairy herd, 
‘that would not be worth 825 if it 
were not purebred, and so sink 350. 
| But it seems to me the question is 
'how can he afford not to buy, and 
‘to go on in the old way. Suppose 
a grade cow sired by a purebred 
one pound per

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IDEAL DAIRY COW. 


Here is John Gould’s deseription 
of an ideal milch cow: She is not 
large, weighs about 1,000 pounds; 
something like a race-horse, for 
speed in a horse and milk in a cow 
are allied. Beef in a horse and beef 
in a cow mean strength always. It 
is a question of nerve power, and 
that is something food will not 
produce—only maintain. For the 
i piel dairy cow you must have 
race-horse type, bony and muscu- 
lar, whether a Holstein, a Jersey or 
whatever she may be. You will find 
her with bony head and strong 
jaw. long between the eves and 
nose, with broad muzale. She 
lshould have a bright protruding 
eye—I want to be able to hang my 
hat on her eyes. Why? Simply on 
account of her brain power. It 
means strong nerve force, and that 
means action later on. JI want a 
thin neck and retreating brisket. 
The lines above and below must ba 
straight, or she will steal from you. 
I want her slightly depressed be- 
hind the shoulders, with sharp 
chine; I don’t want too straight a 
back bone. She must have large or- 
gans of production—vou don’t want 
a cow with a straight back: I want 
hey wedge shaped; I want two 
wedges, large in rear. and large 
heart girth, i.e.. wide between for- 
ward legs, sharp on shoulder. This 
gives large heart action and the 
strong arterial circulation wanted. 
Then, last, but no means least. she 
must have a good udder, for one- 
half the value of the cow is in tha 
udder. She should have a long ud- 
der from front to rear. Then sho 
must have a good handle on each 


corner of her udder. And why? 
pecause if she gives two, paris of 
milk a day it is a matter of some

They resuined 
their old acquaintance, but in a very 
Though Ruskin was 
now nearly fifty, he gave to Rose [La 
Touche an adoration and a passion 
such as he bad never fet before. Un 
her side she no longer thought of him 
as “very ugly,” but was singularly 
drawn to him despite the difference 
in their years. 

The two met often. They took long 
strolls together in the pleasant fields 
of Surrey, and at last Ruskin begced 
her to make him bappy and to be his 
wife. Oddly enough, however, she hes- 
itated, not because he was so much 
older than herself, but because be had 
ceased to be what she regarded as “a 
true believer.” Some of the things 
that he had written shocked ber as 
being almost atheistic. She was bher- 
self, underneath all ber gaiety of man. 
ner, a rigid and uncompromising Prot- 
estant. She used phrases from the 
Bible in ber ordinary talk, and when 
she spoke of imurriage with Jobn Rus- 
kin she suid tliat she could pot endure 
to be “yoked with an unbellever.” 

Yet ber heart was torn at the thought 
of sending him away, and so for sevr- 
eral yenrs their intimacy continucd, 
he pleading with her and striving bard 
to make her see that love was every- 
thing. She, on tbe other hand, read 
over those passages of the Old Testa- 
ment which seemed to bar all com- 
promise. 

At last, in 1872, when she was twen- 
ty-four and he was fifty-three, she 
gave bim her final answer. She would 
not marry him unless he could believe 
as she did. His honesty forbade him 
to deceive her by a pretended conver- 
sion, aud so they parted, never to see 
each other again. How deeply she was 
affected is shown by the fact that she 
soon fell ill Sbe grew worse anc 
worse until at last it was quite certain 
that she could not live. Then Ruskin 
wrote to her and begged that he might 
sce ber. She auswered witb a note in 
which she feebly traced the words: 

“You may come if you can tell me 
that you love Ged more than you love 
me.”

Nelson’s Day. 

in the British navy in 
Nelson’s day were treated like dogs 
and worse. {Imps of midshipmen, 
twelve or thirteen years old, were per- 
mitted to cuff and kick them with im- 
punity, and none dared protest. 'Tor- 
ture, under the guise of punishment, 
was part of the regular routine of the 
service. From one to five dozen lashes 
with the cat-o’-nine-tails could be in- 
flicted at the whim of a commander, 
but the usual number was three dozen. 

Such sentences were for trifling dere- 
lictions of duty. For really serious of- 
fenses, such as violence to a superior 
officer, desertion or mutiny, offenders 
were strung up at the yardarm or 
florged round the fleet, the latter a 
punishment more dreaded than death 
itself. Other savage punishments, 
such as “starting,” “running the gant- 
let” and the hideous one known as 
“keelhauling” were also frequently re- 
sorted to, although nominally they 
were illegal. 

Nowadays, of course, a bluejacket, 
although subject to naval discipline, 
is in no more danger of being subject- 
ed to corporal punishment than is the 
average civilian.

That is, they would | 
not only have the whole matter of 
imposition of taxation in their | 
hands, but they wovld also have- 
the absolute right to say how the, 
money should be expended. This 
gave the House of Commons enorm- | 
ous power, and it was only held in| 
check by the Housé of Lords con- | 
curring or refusing to concur in 
such legislation as the House of 
Commons enacted. That is, before 
any bill could become a law it had | 
to be passed by the Commons and | 
accepted by the House of Lords.
